Ing naval strengt 
of each coun- 


try has not resulted in any change 
of the original figures in Secretary 
Hughes' proposal. It was said auth- 
oritatively today that no mistakes 
in calculation had been revealed dur- 
ing discussion by the experts. 


ANSWER QUESTIONS. 


The data submitted today by the 


American group had to do, it was 
understood, with questions asked by 
the Japanese as to the exact mean- 
ing of certain paragraphs 
of 
the 


American reduction plan. The spec- 
ific natuie of the points involved 
was not revealed. It is known, how- 
ever, that the American experts feel 
that they have been able to show 
that there exists no reason to change 
any of the tonnage estimates for the 
three powers on which the Ameri- 
can plan was based and it is as- 
sumed that during the week, pos- 
sibly in a matter of ho-urs, the naval 
reduction problem will be formally 
returned to the conference for action

In the older states, the ratio, of men 


to women is usually less than In tha 
newer ones. A woman in the wc»t has 
a better chance, arithmetically, of 
marrying, than In the east. 


Most school teachers marry, and 


that is well The school official* da 
not like It, but the marriage of teach- 
ers deserves to be encouraged. Tha 
average school teacher Is likely to 
be a good wife and mother.

Wealthy Retired Farmer 


Owned Much Land. 


Taylorville, Nov. 28.—David Gallo- 


way, a retired farmer, and probably 
one of the largest land owners in 
Christian county, died in his home in 
Taylorville Monday morning at 12:10.

1, 1S68, in South Fork township, and 
to this union were born nine chil- 
dren, all of whom are living except 
one. 


Mr. Galloway was a member of the 


Christian church. The funeral wl'l 
be held Wednesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock in the Ch.rist.ian church, Rev.
